IV rt-sN the burden of supporting these paupers 
and criminals. Some of the foreign class are 
doubles the subjects of misfortniie, and de- 
servo our pitv: but the larger number. Wt appre- 
hei l fiud crime and lastnaaa, with feigned 
Mck.i'ess more cpngenial to their natuivs — 
Hence thev resort u> our po ir-boaeea and hos- 
pitals, where they fatten upon the public, money. 
Oertninlyi some dincrimiiution should be exer- 
cised bVtllO authurities in regard to thecla<s of 
Tn ! Hf>nt* allowed to arrive here, cl-c there may 
be disastrous results. 

In answer to all this fanfaronade we might 
a-k who have dug our canals and built our rail- 
roads? Who have mr.do the great West and 
South West what they »re? Louk at the Census 
of 1850 and u»swrAl From De Hows' coinpila 
tio.iof lfoO, we have taken the trouble to con. 
dense the following: 

In 1341 the entire population of Wisconsin 
was 30,913. In 1850 the entire population of 
Wisconsin was 303/191— buius an increase in 
ten years of 8?G,8o'per cent. 

Of this 305,391 souls, 110,477 were born in 
foreign countries, and but 51.-179 within the 
S ate of Wisconsin. 

There are liianv other evidences of the value 
of emigration which deserve notice. 

Chicago, I thai wonder of the lakes, which 
twelve years ago was no lnrger than an ordina- 
I village, and which is now one of the great de- 
p,,:»of the "Far We-:,'' had a population of 
3(1,000 two years ago. Of this number, ah out 
one-half is cooipo.ed Of citizens b irn in other 
countries. 

Take next thecityof Milwaukee, Wi-cm-in, 
which has only risen into notice within a few 
years, and we find there a population of 21,000 
three years ago, of which 12.7SQ are adopted citi- 
zens from Germany and Ireland. 

Cincinnati, the "Queen City of the West," 
hsn a population of 115,435, of which 54,500 are 
adopted citizens from Germany and Ireland. 

St. Louis is another wonder. In 1853, il had 
a population of about 78,0(10, of which :;8,397 

were born in foreign counlrie chiefly fronj 

England, Wales, Ireland, and Germany. 

New Orleans has a population of 50, 170 n: ; 
tiveborn, to 4*,601 foreign born — mainly from 
Ireland, France and Germany. 

Detroit numbers 11,055 native to 9,927 foreign 
bom. • 

Boston has S8.943 native to '115,607 foreign 
born. i ■ 

Philadelphia has 23G.34G native to 121,699 
foreign born. 

It appears that there were in 1>53, in theTJni- 
• ted States, 9G1, 719 persons horn in (retail t; 278,- 
675 born in Kngland; 70,550 in Scotland; 29,. 
etiSiu Wales — making a total for Great Britain 
arid Ireland of 1,340,812, which is considerably 
.niore than one-half of the to:a! foreign born res- 
idents in Ihe United Spates. If lirti-h Ameri- 
ca be ndded,'(157.711.) there will De atotal'of 
1,488,523, which makes two-thirds of (he total 
foreign born. From France there an- 54,069; 
from Prujiia, 111, 549; from (he rest of Germany, 
5^3,225; and some 80,000 from other couuiries., 
including Mexico.

St. Arnaud was 
a lumper {pandour,) he might have taken the 
place bv 4 change of cavalry at the first otrsot, 
Jmt failing (ha(, a targe became necessary. — 
Neither Raglan nor Canrobeit were equal (o 
(heir position, and Louis Napoleon knew it. He 
did not want Sevastopol toon taken, this winter. 
He knewtthat short of a butchery, of which the 
history of war affords no parallel, tlic place 
could not. be carried. He determined that Se- 
vastopol .should subserve a mighty political 
purpose. F.ir thi-. he has been delaying sup- 
plies while he has concern rated his forces in 
France. An overwhelmingarmy is -fathering on 
the PruBsian frontier. At Marseilles. Toulon 
and Algiers, a flotilla, to fce reinforced bv Eng- 
lish vessels, willbe'ftady to sail w i fblfO.OOt) 
men on March 15lh. On the "arrival of t*is ar- 
mada in (he Crimea, (he Emperor will leave Par-, 
is, and appear in pcr.-ou before Sevastopol. A 
coup de main, upon a gigantic scale, will be at- 
tempted. Sevastopol wiN fall. Theelatd ar- 
my, Unsifted with the fact, will sweep over the 
Crimea and occupy the Isthmusof Perekop. — 
After a campaign which will endure a fortnight, 
Louis Napoleon will return to Pari*) where the 
Ettddenneasof his departure and the promptness 
of his return'will rind all conpiracies atrpre- 
pared for devolopnii.-n* , nud where the glorv of 
his victory Will scatter all further treason to the 
w inds. 

"Such is (he campaign contemplated by Louis 
Napoleon. Be assured that if Providence does 
not interfere, it will take" place as I have said. 
Collaterally with the departure of the Emperor 
for the East, the French army on the Prussian 
frontier will Operate upon Rhenish Prussia. A 
note will be sent to the King of Prussia, demand- 
ing free passage for the French troops through 
his dominions, which, if refused, will advance 
to the Rhine."

Let us 
therefore sugge-l — 

1. Do not set (hem out deep. This is the se- 
cret of (he grand discovery of (lie great law of 
vegetation, for which Rased Comstock a-ked 
the small sum of one hundred and fifty thous- 
and dollars, vis: 

That the "seat of life" in atreeorplant isjosl 
at the point, wliere (he earth should cea-e lo cover 
the foot of the tree. If covered deeper it strang- 
led the tree at said scat of life forced it into send- 
ing f.irth suckers which stilled all healthy pro- 
gress in thelrec.^ 

Now, (he discovery is not a new one that frees 
must not be lo* deeply plautcd certainly no 
deeper than they were when gniwiug in the 
earth previously. Without doubt thousands of 
dollars! Worth of trees <are annually lost, to our 
Country by this simple error. 

2. Put "nothing but pure and finely pulveriz- 
ed earth around ihe roots. Many persons :v*j 
told their land wants manure, Ac. .and not hav- 
ing time t" manure and ash (heir whole field, 
thev as a substitute put these substances into 
the hole for the tree, and mingle it in the earth 
with which they cover the rooty. This isall 
wrong. The soil may need manure and ashes; 
but these should be coinpostqd in the soil before 
allowed tooome in contact with the fibrous roots 
of the young trees. 

3. .Mulch the tree well after setting out. — 
Mulching consists in planing tho manure, be if 
new or old leaves, tan-bark or whatever is used, 
(DOSsly on the surface of the groined for a consider- 
ables space around (he trep. On no account m:\ 
it witli (he soil in transplanting. 

4. The first step, and most iajapattaut ill pre- 
pairingsfor a fruit yard, is thoroughly to drain, 
the soil. The tree cannot be hoalthy and vigor- 
ous without this. 

•5. Take care of the tree after setting it ont. — 
Many persons do not bestow as much labor on j 
a true, which ouglit in tell years to yield an ih- 
comeof ten dollars per annum, as they do on a 
half dozen hillsof potatoes. They do itotseem ! 
tobe aware how great Ihe difference fs betweeu 
the quantity and quality of fruit on a kindly j 
treated, well fed tree, and that of one half stai v- ' 
ed and dwarfed. Let it always be renieut 
bored, that whatever is worth doing at all, it is i 
always worth doing well. — .tin. AgrieuUuratut. 1 



Ileinncrutic .TlceMiig;. 

At a meeting of the Democracy of Estill coun- 
ty, held at the courl-honse in Irvine, on Ihe 9th 
day of February 1855, Isaac Mizf. was called to 
the chair, and John M. Pato, E-q., appointed 
secretary. 

The objects of the meeting having been ex- 
plained by the chairman, Hon. A. W. Qdinfl 
read and submitted for file consideration of the 
meeting the following preamble and resolutions 
which were adopted: 

Wui.iiEAs, It has been the practice of the 
Democracy, for ninny years, to hold primary 
meetings for the purpose of expressing their will i 
in regard to all pending political issues; and | 
whereas, a great and important issue is to be de- I 
cided at theballot box next August, by selecting 
a snccessor to our excellent, unrivaled, and uni- [ 
vet -ally esteemed, executive, L. W. Powell; and 
whereas, faction and intrigue seems to be (he 
order of the day among the opponents of De- 
mocracy, by organizing secret political societies j 
throughout Ihe Union under the humiliatina name 
of "Know-Nothings," the object of which, (in I 
ihe opinion of this meeting) is to amalgamate 
all the factious in 1 lie United States (of which 
the Abolitionists are chief,) against the pre-cnt 
Democratic Administrations of the national, 
and several Stale governments; and hence arises* 
the imperious necessity f r the Democracy of, 
the whole Union (together with such of the 
good, and patriotic Whigs as may unite with 
us,) to redouble their exertions, to avert so dis- 
astrous a calamity. 

1st. Re-olved, That the Democracy of Estill 

isa partv professing to know something about po- 
litical and religious liberty ; and therefore they , 
have no affiliation or affinity with, or sympathy 
for that hrteroijaieous party called "Know-Noth- 
ings," and that all true Democrats and honest 
Whigs are hereby admonished to beware of the , 
intriguing sophistry of (hat insiduous midnight 
conclave. 

2nd. Resolved, That the Democracy had 
(until recently) flaKered itself that it would 
now as in 1851, meet the great Whig parly in ' 
an open field in single combat, upon the old is- 
sueaof Democracy, and Wniggerry; but alas!, 
"how the mighty have fallen." Instead of 
meeting the Democracy openly, upon fcrinci-J 
pie, "the signs of (he (lines," indicate that the; 
Whig party do not intend to make regular mini- j 
ination- for the officers of Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Governor, but is about to descend from ' 
their high station and merge into and amalga- j 
mate with "Kuow-Nothiugisiu." and Temper- j 
ance. 

3rd. Resolved, That we highly approve of and 
appreeiale the exertions of the Temperance 
party, so long as it is kept within its legitimate 
sphere, (to wit: the moral suasion of the com- 
munity,) but we repudiate the idea that it is a 
legitimate legislative subject; because if the law 
■faking power has the right to say what a free 
citizen shall not drink, it has an equal right to 
say what he shall not cat or wear, and to ac- 
knowledge, or tolerate this would be giving un- 
limited and arbitrary jurisdiction to the leglsla 
tare, over t lie personal rights of the citizens, 
which is coulrary to all the chartered rights of 
man. 

4th. Resolved. That We will, as Denlocra's, 
in accordance with the teachings of our proto- 
type, Thomas Jefferson (the apostle of Democ- 
racy*) oppose tdl secret political societies, as 1 e- 
ing dangerous to the liberties Of a republican 
people; thai all political organizations should 
publi-hed their platform and tenets to flic 
world, and throw their banner to the political 
breeze, if they wi-h to make prosolitesof free 
and patriotic Democrats,, and until this is done 
we are ''deed out" against not only the Enow- 
Nothings, but all other secret political societies. 

5th. Restdved, That wc heartily approve of 
holding a Democratic state convention at the 
city of Frankibrl on the 15th March next, for (he 
purpose of nominating suitable candidates for 
I he offices of Governor and Lt. Governor, and lo 
transact all other business necessary for promo- 
ting the glorious cau«c of Democracy. 

6th. Resolved, That we will cordially co-op- 
erate with our party in supporting whatever 
candidates (he colieclcd wisdom of the conven- 
tion may select; but went Ihe same time beg 
leave to recommend the consideration of the 
convention (for (he office of Governor) our dis 
tinguished fellow citizen Hon Elijah lli-e — the 
pure Democrat, the profound jurist, and const;, 
ttttionall lawyer, and eminent statesman ; whose 

able dissenting opinion to the decision of the 
Appellate Con? I in the late turnpike road case, 
isa guarantee that the constitution would lie 
safe in his hands a.s chief magistrate of noble 
airfi chivalrous old Kentucky, and that the 
rights of (he citizen would be 'protected against 
the encroachments of private chartered monop- 
olies. 

7th. Resolved. That we highly appreciate 
and approve of the administration of our excel- 
lent 1 chief magistrate Franklin Pierce, and par- 
ticularly in regard to his prudent exercise of the 
veto power. That in the sense of this meeting 
tbepropat exercise of I lie veto power is the only 
safe-guard this government has against ha-tv, 
profligate, unconstitutional, and partisan legis- 
lation, and that we will most zealously adhere 
to it as the most efficient provision in the palla- 
denm of our liberty — the constitution of (he 
Uniled States. 

8:h. Resolved, That we deprecate the idea of 
the general government intermeddling with the 
local relations of the States; that she has i.o 
right to interfere with the formation of state 
governments composed of territorial population ; 
that whenever a territory contains numerical 
strength sufficient lo authorize her to knock at 
the door of Congress for admission into this 
grea' confederacy, such new government 
should he admitted without ary restriction — 
only (bather constitution shall not be in viola- 
tion of any part of the constitution of (he Uni- 
te A Slates; and that an interference bv Congress 
wi-h the subject of slavery, or any "other local 
measure of such new government (provided it 
be Co IftistattJ with the constitution of the Union 
is an abridgement of t lie constitutional lights of 
the citizens of said new government, and should 
net be tolerated bv the general confederacy. 

9;h. Resolved, That we heartily endorse (he 
ableand patriotic cou se pursued by our Repre- 
sentative in Coiigiess Hon. John M. Elliott, 
whose powerful vindication of the pure princi- 
ples of Democracy, and the interests of the 
South, deserve our unanimous approbation. 

10th. Resolved, That Col. John H. Blddell, 
Ben F. Rice, E-q., John M. Price, Esq., R,,bt. 
Riddell, Esq., Hon. AM'. (Juinn. Isaac Mize,

Komi iy Land Bill. 

The new bounty land bill, for the benefit of 
the old soldiers, pasWUhe Senate on the 7ih 
of February, and the telegraph now brings us 
the news that it has aUo passed the House- 
If the President has not applied his veto power, 
•it is probably already the law of the land. The 
following are its provisions ill full: 

Sec I. That each of the surviving commis- 
sioned und uon co ii»sioiied officers, ihum 

cians, and privates, whether or regulars, vol ■ 
nntaers, rangers, or militia, who were regularly 
mustered into tlM eerviee of the United Slates, 
and every oIKcr, egmniiiuiioned and noil com- 
missioned, seamen, ordinary seamen, marine, 
clerk, and lamUmau in Hie navy, in any of the 
wars in which this country has been engaged 
since seventeen hundred and ninety, and eacli 
•of the survivor* of. the militia, or volunt- is. 
or State troop-, of any Stale or Territory, iall <l 
into military service, and regularly mustered 
therein, and whose services have been paid by 
the United SUto* subsequent to the eighteenth 
dav of June, eighteen hundred and twelve, 
shall be entitled to receive a certificate or war 
rant from the Department of the Interior for 
one hundred and sixty acres of land; and where 
any of those who have mi been tuUSUred into 
service and paid shall have received aeenifieate 
or warrant he shall be entitled to a certificate 
or warrant fur such quantity of land as will 
make, in the whole, with what he rr.ay have 
heretofore received, one hundred and sixty 
■acres to each such person having served as afore 
said: ProeiaW, The person so having been in 
service shall not receive said land warrant if it 
shall appear by the muster rolls of his regiment 
or corps that he deserted or was dishonorably 
discharged from service: And. prodded further, 
That no officer, uaiv-commissioned onteer, or 
private, of the militia or volunteers, who was j 
called out for the services of any Stale and re- 
fused by the authorities of such Stale to lie 
placed in the service of the United States, shall 
be entitled to the benefits of this act. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That in cas- 
of the death of any person who, if living, 
would be entitled to a certificate or warrant SS 
aforesaid under this act, leaving a widow, or. if 
no widow, a minor child or children, such will 
ow, or, if no widow, such minor child or chil 
dre'n shall be entitled to receive a certificate nr 
warrant for the same quantity of land that such 
deceased person would be entitled to receive un- 
der the provisions of this act if now living: 
Prodded. That a subsequent marriage shall not 
impair the right of any such widow to such 
warrant if she be a widow at the time of mak 
in" her application: /1«</ prodded, further, Thai 
those shall be considered minors whu are so at 
the time this act shall take effect. 

Sec 3 And he it further enacted. That irt no 
case shall any such certificate or warrant be is- 
sued for anv service less,than fourteen days, ex 
cept where 'the person shall actually have been 
engaged in battle, and unless the partv claiming 
such certificate or warrant shall establish his or 
her right thereto by record evidence of said scr 
vices. 

Sec 4. And be it further enacted, That sai l 
certificate or warrants m \y be assigned, trail- 
fared, and located hv the warrantees, or their 
heirs at law, according to the provisions of SX 
isting laws regulating the assignment, transfer, 
and location of bounty land warrants. 

Sec 5. And be it further emitted. That no 
warrant issued under the provisions of tliis act 
shall be located on any public lands, except 
such as shall at the lime be subject to sale at 
either the minimum or lower graduate prices. 

Sue G. And be it further enncttd. That the 
regi-lers and receivers of the several land offices 
shall be severally authorised to charge and re- 
ceive for their set vices ia-locating alt warrants 
under the provisions of this act the same com 
pensalion or per ceotage to which th
